CONKLTNG'S 


Few speeches mado iu this Congress will

Burdottn prompted mo to it. Ono day when 
she was lying helpless she said she believed 
that if 'those fellows' could make money I 
could.

strain of melancholia in the race, or some 
unexplained climatic influence, it so happens 
that Egypt has ever been a laud enshrouded 
iu gloom, knowing nothing of tho joy of 
life.

How aro tbo demands of our physical and 


mental constitution to be reconciled with 
the exactions of modern life? 
Hero the in- 


ventor again presents himself with bis time- 
saving devices. The nreaervntinn of health 
and the rapid acquisition of physical vigor 
nro made tbe subject of scientific experi- 
ment, aud Indian clubs, health lifts, and 
patent rowing apparatus have been intro- 
duced, which, if their contrivers aro to be 
believed, will, by a fow minutes of daily 
practice, oV' more to dovelop muscle and 
give healthy tone to all the bodily organs 
than would as many hours devoted to less 
scientific forms of exercise. 


But these modern patent appliances for 


concentrating tho greatest possible amount 
of physical exorcise into tho fewest possible 
moments of timo are open to very serious 
objections indeed. First, they aro extremely 
monotonous—tboy aro of tbo treadmill or- 
der. 
Even if they wero beneficial in t heir 


results upon tbo development of the muscles 
the daily use of them must be os distasteful 
,as a daily dose of Epsom salts or castor-oil. 
Bin tho samo objection lies against "con- 
doused exorcise" which lies against con- 
densed articles of food. 
Keithor is quite 


wholesome. 
Whon the article cannot ho 


had in the natural state, tho concentrated 
preparations may servo as a substitute for a 
time, but continued UHO of them will infalli- 
bly derange tho system. 
So, if a man can 


not have the natural forms of physical exor- 
ciso—rt brisk walk, a rido on horseback, nn 
hour's rowing on the water—the ludinu 
clubs or tho "pocket gymnasium" will be 
better for him than nothing ; that is all that 
can be aaid in their favor. 
Another objec- 


tion which has been urged, aud we think 
very justly, against certain "patent" modes 
of exercise is, that by crowding tho maxi- 
mum of exertion into Hie minimum of time 
thoy subject tho tho organs of ,tho body— 
tho heart and tbo various bloodvessels par- 
ticularly—to uuduo straiu, aud hence aro 
highly dangerous. 
These methods of exer- 


cise may bo shown to bo fallacious by tho 
mltKiioadatmrdinn, for, if they aro correct 
in principle, then, by employing a chair an 
a hobby, and by leaping over tables, wo 
could derive all the healthful aud pleasura- 
ble excitement to bo had in cross-country 
riding.
